During the 1 1-day flight, astro- 
nauis arc to take a record fjvc 
spacewalks to try to fix Hubblc'-s 
problems as well os NASA's image, 
battered repeatedly over the past 
several years and in desperate need 
of a big win. If ncccssa^, the crew 
could conduct seven spacewalks to 
install 1 1 new telescope parts and 
yet another spacewalk to deal with 
a shuttle emergency. 


Hubble program manager Ken 
Ledbetter said his biggest fear is, 
that “something might happen that 
would preclude us from even trying 
to fix the telescope.” 

"I think wc can handle anything 
that will happen once we’re out in 
the bay and start working (on Hub- 
ble). But if something were to imp- 
pen before, a, problem with the 
shuttle, a problem with the crew, dn 
attack of appendicitis or whatever 
... that would be tragic." 

NASA’s associate director of 
flight projects for Hubble, Joe 
Rothenberg, shares those fears. 

If for some reason' the astronauts 
can't capture the bus-size telescope 
some 360 miles above Earth and 
anchoi* it in Endeavour’s cargo bay, 
"we don't even have a chance to get ' 
up to bat," Rothenberg said.

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court 
Monday refused to shield an Idaho county 
mid two law enforcement officers from being 
sued by a woman kept in jfiil six days after 
her car was stopped for a broken tdillight. 

The court, without comment, left intact a 
9lh U.S; Circuit Court of Appeals ruling that 
Sue Ha'llstrom of Boise is entitled to mone- 
tary damages from Ada County Sheriff 
Vaughn Killeen and Jailer Mike Roberts 
stemming ftom her 1987 ineoreeraiion. 

- The justices were asked to use tlie case to 
expand the qualified immunity from such 
lawsuits given to local governments and their 
officials. . . ' ' . ' 


At issue was how jud^, in determining 
whether local govemmepu and tlicir officials 
should be legally immune for violating some- 
. one’s rights, arc to decide what the “clearly 
e.stablishcd law" was at the time. 

Mrs. Hallstrom’s car was stopped after an 
officer in Garden City noticed a broken tail- 
light. She was arrested after refusing to show 
her driver’s license or proof of liability insur- 
ance. 

According to court documents, Mrs. Hall- 
Strom describes herself os a self-taught “legal- 
ist” active and vocal in defending her consti- 
tutional rights. ~ I ' 

While in custody, Mrs. Hallstrom was cited 
for motor vehicle violations. She repeatedly 
requested to be Uiken before o judge-or mag- 


istrate, and refused to answer booking ques- 
tions or .submit to routine booking proce- 
dures. 

Arrested on a Friday morning, Mrs. Hall- 
strom wa.s not taken before a judge until the 
following Monday afternoon. The judge or- 
dered her released on bail, but she was not re- 
leased until Wednesday afternoon. 

Mrs, Hnllstrom sued, contending, among 
other things, that her jailing violated her con- 
stitutional rights. 

U.S. District Judge Harold Ryan threw out 
her lawsuit. He ruled that the county. Killeen 
and Roberts were shielded from being sued 
because they had reason to believe keeping 
Mrs. Hnllstrom in jail until she allowed her-

Those words were drawn from the 
1971 cose of Lemon vs. Kurtzman, 
in which the Supreme Court set out 
0 formula for deciding when public 
aid to religion becomes unconstitu- 
tional. 

Under that approach, a public pro- 
gram may not have a “primary effect 
(that) advances or inhibits religion" 
nor may it “foster an excessive en- 
tanglement’’ between church and . 
state. 


Hubble scientist Edward Wcilcr is 
most afraid of the unknown: The 
project’s record has shown “it’s the 
things you didn’t prepare for that 
will get you." 

Like so many others at NASA, 
Weiler has been living Vith stress 
ever since the Hubble was found to 
have an improperly polished mirror 
that blurred its vision of extremely 
remote objects in the universe. That 
discovery came two months after 
the 1990 launch. 

Besides a mirror that’s too flat 
along the edge, Hubble’s troubles 
include flapping electricity-generat- 
ing solar panels, three broken gyro- 
scopes, several failed computer 
memory boards, and a balky power- 
supply for on ultmviolet-li^t detec- 
tor. 

"You lie awoke and think of what 
else can* go wrong," Weiler said. 
‘■You -think about it when you're 
driving liome, and you go talk to the 
engineers again. I’ve done that 
about 12 or IS times the past year."

Drug abuiS^e in the workplace declines 


Millions with bad teeth 

can’t afford dentist visit Congressman Grams 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Drug 
use al wgrk is declining, but the rca> 
sons are not yet clear, federal 
researchers said Monday. 

There is not enough evidence to 
attribute the change to more drug 
testing of workers, a shift in attitude 
toward drug use or other factors, 
said Charles P. O’Brien, head of 
psychiatry ut the Veterans Affairs 
Medical Center and chairman of a 
committee of the National Research 
Council and Institute of Medicine. 

The deterrent effects of drug test- 
ing never have been clearly demon- 
strated, the committee said. It called 
for more comprehensive studies and 
better evaluation of programs aimed 
at creating a dmg-frcc workplace. 

“Clearly workers entering the 
workforce in the 1990s are likely to 
have substantially less experience 
with illicit drugs than did their coun- 
terparts in the 1980s and the late 
19/Os,” (he committee said. 

The committee said a 1990 survey 
indicates that abuse rates in the 
worIq)lace are now relatively tow. 

The survey found that about 7 per- 
cent of U.S. workers used an illegal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Millions 
of Americans with rotting teeth and 
other oral diseases can't afford to sec 
the dentist, the government reported 
Monday. 

Americans’ overall oral health has 
improved dramatically with the 
advent of fluoride and belter dental 
-education, said the report by the 
Public Health Service. 

But minorities, the poor and the 
elderly still have too many cavities, 
untreated and decaying teeth and dis- 
eases from gingivitis to oral cancer, 
the service concluded. 

“It's a rather stark comparison," 
said Dr. Robert Collins, the service's 
chief dental officer. "About 150 mil- 
lion people do not have dental insur- . 
ance ... and very little is provided by 
the government to the poor.” 

More than half of children ages 5 
to 17 have cavities, the report said. 

A fourth of them — mostly minori- 
ties plus the poor and those whose 
parents didn’t finish high school — 
get 75 percent of the cavities: Ninety- 
one percent of Indian and Eskimo 
children have at least one by age 15, 
making them the most affected 
group. 

About 12 percent of white children 
have decayed teeth, compared with 
27.2 percent of minorities; less than 1 
percent of white children lose' teeth 
by age 17, compared with 3.2 percent 


of minorities: and only 69.6 percent 
of minority children get cavities 
filled, compared with 87.5 percent of 
white'children. 

Adiilts fare no better. About 7 per- 
cent of \<'.hite Americans have 
decayed teeth, compared with 22 per- 
cent of black Americans. Ninety- 
three percent of whites had their cav- 
ities filled, compared with 78 percent 
of blacks. 

In 1989, about 7.2 million 
Americans ages 18 to 64 had lost all 
of their teeth. And last year, doctors 
diagnosed 30,000 new cases of oral 
cancer, which killed 8,000 people. 

The main problem is cost, the 
health service concluded. Americans 
pay 56 percent of their dental bills 
out of pocket, compared with only 19 
percent of doctor bills.

A 1979 study showed, that as 
many as 14 percent of the general 
population had used one or more 
illegal drugs during the preceding 
month. 

Businesses ought to do u better 
job determining what works in 
chocking drug abuse, and studies 
also should focus on whether occa- 
sional'drug use affects productivity, 
he said. 

The committee also said that near- 
ly S1.2 billion is spent annually on 
urinalysis tests of workers. But. there 
is not much scientific evidence to 
^how the tests are very good at- 
detecting drug use or dependence. 

For -example, said Marian 
Flschman of Columbia University, 
traces of marijuana can be found in 
urine even months after use. There is 
no scientific proof that such amounts 
would affect behavior, she said. 

Added Bryan Finkle of the 
University of Utah, urine testing 
“tells you a very lirhited amount. It 
doesn't distinguish between use and 
abuse.”

There’s more than one 
way to sober up drivers 


• ' While Idaho smaris under the 
shame of a “D-plus” rating from 
Mothers Against Drunk Drivers, a 
neighboring state is considering an in- 
novative approach to drying out the 
highways. 

Last week MADD ranked Idaho 
48th among. the 50 states for its ef- 
forts to reduce -alcohol-related acci- 
dents. One ofMADD’s complaints is 
about our failure to lower our intoxi-. 
cation standard. 

In Idaho^ you’re considered intoxi- 
cated if your biood is at least O.IO 
percent alcohol - one- 1 0th of 1 per- 
cent. MADD wants that reduced to 
0.08, os 12 other states have done. 

The change would reflect a growing 
belief that 0.10 is simply too tolerant 
- that a person can be under the legal 
limit but still too impaired for safe 
driving. 

It’s a good point, and one that Ida- 
ho’s Legislature ought to consider 
come January. Meanwhile, though, 
Utah already is taking the idea a step 
further. 

Utah’s booze limit is .08. but one 
Utah lawmaker is proposing to penal- 
ize drivers for alcohol levels as low as 
.04. 

Thi.s is not just a matter of Utah liv- 
ing up to its strait-laced reputation. 
The idea recognizes something previ- 


ous drunken-driving laws have not: 
that there’s no magic definition of in- 
toxication. 

The Utah proposal has a three? 
tiered structure; 

• Driving with a blood level of 0.04 
to 0.07 would be a minor trafllc viola- 
tion, comparable to driving without a 
scat belt. 

-• Hitting 0.08 would lead to a more 
serious charge, as it does.now. ' 

• And drivers at even higher blood 
levels - those who are really sloshed 
- would qualify for a reckless endan- 
germent charge. 

That third tier is similar to Califor- 
nia’s standard, which allows a reck- 
less endangerment charge for a 0. 1 7 
level or for other factors, such as 
driving drunk with children in the car. 

What’s interesting about these ideas 
is that they recognize the difTcrcnccs 
between tipsy, drunk and blotto. But 
why not go further still? Why not a 
small penalty - more than a warning, 
but maybe not much more - for driv- 
ing with even a trace of blood alco- 
hol? 

If you blow a 0.02, you. pay a SIO 
fine and go home feeling chastened. 

Our laws shouldn’t be harsh. But 
they should steer us toward an under- 
standing that even one drink is a poor 
idea if it’s one for the road.

Fight dumping of spent fuel 

Remember "Alice’s Restaurant”? After 
garbage filled the church, our happy hippies 
loaded it up and looked for a dump site. In 
their .search, they did not consider cultural, 
social or economic factors. Tliey certainly 
didn't evaluate environmental impacts, liic 
sole criterion they used to choose their dump 
site was that there was already garbage there 
anyway. 

The Department of Energy is using the Al- 
ice’s Restaurant standard to aim more nucle- 
ar waste at Idaho. Over the next 1 S years, the 
DOE proposes to receive, store for 40 years, 
and (eventually) dispose of up to 15,000 
spent fuel elements from foreign rcaciprs. 

'nc Idaho National Engineering Laboratory 
is a target storage steK. 

The DOE claims that proliferation threats 
will decrease if we bring spent fuel back, pri- 
marily by assuring that it is not reprocessed 
to recover highly enriched uranium (HEU), a 
nuclear bomb ingredient. Other DOE activi- 
ties contradict its proliferation policy. 

The DOE operates seven reactors in Idaho 
that use HEU. The nuclear navy deploys 
about 1 SO HEU reactors all over the world 
(two more for Idaho). Eased on the DOE's 
own standards, these reactors arc prolifera- 
tion threats. Reprocessing HEU fuel is in- 
deed a proliferation threat. The U.S. has not 
token a strong stand against reprocessing in ^ . 
England, France or Japan. Its timidity i.s 
partly based on its failure to officially close 
the DOE'S reprocessing operations ut Savan- 
nah River, another mrgei site for the foreign 
fuel 

The DOE offers other arguments for 
dumping spent fuel here. It says storage 
space in other countries is nearing capacity. 
Storage space here is, too. It say.s other coun- 
tries don’t have long-tenn disposal sites. 
Neither do wc. Alt the DOE has is facilities 
for indefinite storage that, though they pose 
present environmental threats, seem to at- 
tract nuclcor waste like flics to garbage. Like 
Alice’s Restaurant. 

All nations must work to stop the spread 
of nuclear weapons. The U.S. can do its pah. 

It con stop tmfticking in nuclear materials, 
halt the use of HEU in its own reactors, and 
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The world hungers for laughter 


explicitly and absolutely eschew reprocess- 
ing.

area raptors, said company engineer Lee 
Bui^h. “It’s been really good lately.”

Bunch’s 1993 files show only 12 
ported electrocutions. of hawira, o%^ls 
and eagles in Idaho Power’s southern 
division, which stretches from Jackpot 


to Ketchum and from Oakley to Bliss. 

That’s a lot of open area, and much of 
it is prime habitat for Idaho’s avian 
predators, including red-tailed hawks, 
great homed owls and nujestic golden 
eagles. Four eagles have been reported 
killed this year, and the total of 12 is 
about one-third of the 1991 total, he 
added. 

Raptors, and c^ecially eagles, usual- 
ly land on the highest perch they con 
find. Over much of the southern Idaho 
desert, the highest perch is a power pole. 

In areas where natural habitat butts 
against farmland, such as in the Bell 
Rapids area, the birds have ample prey 
and ore frequent visitors to the power 
poles, Bunch said. 

“The eagle comes up there and says, 
‘'Gee, look what they put out here for 
me. 1 con just sit upiicre and look to see 
where my lunch is coming from,”’ 
Bunch said. . .

Railroad company hopes to make 
2 former UP lines more efficient

RUPERT - After its first week of oper- 
ating two branch railroad lines in Idaho, 
Eastern Idaho Railrood wonts more cus- 
tomers. 

“It’s going well so for. Start-ups ore al- 
ways hectic,” said Rick Webb, general 
manager of Eastern Idaho Railroad. 

Eastern Idaho Railroad took over the 
branch rail lines in the Magic Volley and 
around Idaho Falls from Union Pacific on 
Nov. 20. 

'This is one of the best UP lines in the 
country and we got it,” Webb said. “Now 
wc plan to operate the lines os the most ef- 
ficient, customer-oriented lines we can.” 

Union Pacific ran the two 280-mile 
branches with about 40 employees and 1 8 
locomotives. Eastern Idaho Railroad has a 
staff of 30 - about 15 of the them were 
Union Pacific workers - and has brought 
in 22 locomotives, Webb said. 

The company brought in some of its 
own locomotives and bought more from 
ConRail, the Santa Fe Railway, as well os 
some that Union Pacific was leasing ftom 
General Electric, Webb said. 

In the Magic Valley, the rail line's 
biggest customers include Amalgamated 
Sugar Co., Universal Frozen Foods. Co., 
Longview Fibre Co., Boise Cascade Cor- 


rugated Container Operations, Coors of - 
Magic Volley, os well as smaller compa- 
nies such os pouito packers, Webb said. 

Webb said he wants to haul more 
freight to other ogriculturc-rclatcd compa- 
nies in the Magic Valley - local dairies 
buying livestock feed from out of state, 
for instance. 

But he said that will be an uphill battle. 
The railroads have lost market share to 
trucking companies for the post 30 years, 
and only in the past five years have rail- 
roads tried to regain those markets, he 
said 

Still, his company is experienced at run- 
ning short-line railroads. 

Eastern Idaho Railroad's parent compa- 
ny, Watco Inc. of Coffcyville, Kxm., was 
the first company to buy a Union Pacific 
branch railroad, in southeastern Kansas in 
1987. Webb said business on that line 
went from 650 railcar loads in 1987 to 
3,500 loads lost year. 

“So we’ve done quite well with the UP, 
and we want to continue that,” Webb said. 

Watco and its subsidiary railroads own 
and operate branch rail lines in Kansas. 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Washington and 
Oregon. 

“There’s still a lot of growth potential 
hcrci” Webb said. • 

TTie railroad will have offices in Twin 
Foils, Rupert and Idaho Falls.

RUPERT - Bulldozers began 
ripping apart streets Sunday as pan 
of an effort to replace old and leaky 
pipes in the city's sewer system. 

A state study conducted six years 
ago showed dcicrioraiion of some 
of the city's clay pipes, which 
could allow sewage to contaminate 
groundwater, said Greg Misbach, a 
watcr*<]uality engineer for the state 
Division of Environmental Quality. 

But Dun Dustin, the city public 
works director, said water-quality 


tests last year in deep wells by the' 
Bnvironmentul Protection Agency 
showed no contamination. 

Misbach said the city's problem 
is that groundwater floods* the 
underground pipes. ‘increasing the 
volume - hence the costs - for the 
city to treat sewage. 

The city is spending about 
S2(X).00() of its own money on the 
project. Dustin said. TTie city hopes 
that .$270,000 borrowed from the 
state will bring matching federal 
gr.mts of $5{K)JX)0 toward improv- 
ing the city's infnistructure. 

Tlie city luLs to pay back the loan 


in 20 years, with 4 percent inieresl, 
Dustin said.

SPARKS. Ncv. (AP) — One 
final hurdle is ni] thai-remuin.s 
before the Indian Regulatory 
Gaming Act receives its first mi^’or 
revision since Congress enacted it 
five years ago. Sen. Daniel Inouye. 
D-Hawaii, said Monday. 

"In my view, the pariic.s are 
close, very very close, to resolu- 
tion," he said in a speech to the 
National Congress of American 
Indians. "1 believe that n break- 
through on the last remaining issue, 
the scope of Indian gaming, is close 
at hand." 

Inouye, who chairs the Senate 
Committee on Indian Affairs, said 
the governors of states in which 
tribes are seeking gaming compacts 
had submitted their proposals and 
they were being reviewed. 

“Once that is resolved, I believe 


liiat the whole package will some- 
how nie.sh,'' hc.vflid. 

Under the 1988 law, tribes in stales 
which pennit any form of gambling, 
including lolleriuK and parimutuel bel- 
ting on horse and dog races, muy seek 
to join with the .slate in u compact that 
would allow gaming on their reserva- 
tions. 

Some stales have permitted tribes to 
opcmic only u limited number of slot 
mnchincs uhd' traditional Indian 
games, while others have permitted 
full-scale casinos. 

Tliut is the issue the remains to be 
decided. Inouye said. ” ' 

"As sovereign governments, tribal 
governments may certainly qualify to 
raise money through gambling, just as 
many states have lotteries," he said. 
"Tlicy are sovereign, you arc .sover- 
eign." he added to applause. 


"Sovereigns .should deal with sover- 
eign.s and fhai'-s wiiai ihey'rc doing.” 

Inouye told the audience of about 
SOO meeting this week at the Sparks 
Nugget ihnt after long being largely 
ignored. Indian concerns were being 
heard on Capitol Hill. 

"There was a time when Indians 
thought the only way they could be 
represented was to have a non-Indiun 
for on uttomey." he said. 

But in'ihis ycor's discussions of 
rc.servmion casinos, he .said tribal lead- 
ers and Indian attorneys won the udmi- 
ralioil of state and federal officials.

SARAJEVO, Bosnin-Hcrzegovina 
(AP) — A U.N. aid convoy — one 
truck piled high with shoes — 
reached the eastern Muslim enclave 
of Srebrenica on Monday, but snow 
drifts stranded relief efforts through- 
out much of Bosnia. 

. Icy roads contributed to the deaths 
of two Canadian peacekeepers. They 
were on the way to escort an aid 
convoy near Zenica in central 
Bosnia when their armored vehicle 
slid and rolled into a ditch, the 
defense department in Ottawa said. 
A third Canadian soldier was 
injured. 

Nine people, including a 4-year- 
old boy, were being flown from 
Sarajevo to the United States for 
medical treatment. It was the second 
U.S.-bound evacuation this month. 

As peace talks resumed in Geneva 
in hopes of ending the 19-month 
war, a shell slammed into a residen- 
tial area of Sarajevo, killing two 
people, Bosnian radio said. One 
other person was killed by a sniper. 
On Sunday, more than 150 shells hit 
Sarajevo, mostly the downtown area, 
killing six people and wounding 1 1. 

^ Lt. Col. Bill Aikman, the U.N. 
-military spokesman, said shelling 
.'tended to be heavier on the week- 
ends because Serb weekend replace- 
ments were more aggressive than 
itroops on the hills around Sarajevo 
;during the week. Sarajevans believe 
;the replacements come from Serbia.

Existing home sales reach 14-year high

WASHINGTON — Continued low mortgage 
• rates and an improving economy helped push the 
sales of existing homes to the highest level in more 
than 14 years in October. 

Despite such recent strength in housing, howev* 
cr, the nation's top business economists predict the 
economy will be only slightly better in 1994, al- 
though they said that wilhhclp keep down''ihflation 
and interest rates. 

' Sales of previously owned single-family homes 
jumped 3.6 percent, to a seasonally adjusted annual 


rate of 4.08 million, the National Association of 
Realtors reported Monday. 

That was up from a 3.94 million mtc in Septem- 
ber — stronger than the 3.91 million initial esti- 
mate — and the highest since 4.09 million in May 
1979, the association said. Many analysts had ex- 
pected an increase of only 1 percent. 

Sales advanced in every region and the Realtors 
said home buyers remained active in November. 

“Favorable rates, along with improved eco- 
nomic conditions, arc keeping consumers'in the 
market during a time of the year when sales 
generally start to toper ofi*,*’ said Realtors Presi- 


dent Robert H. Elrod. 

The Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corp. said 
30-ycar, fixed-rate mortgages averaged 6.83 per- 
cent in October, down from 6.91 percent a month ■ 
earlier and the lowest on record. 

The Realtors reported 3.17 million previously 
owned home sales through the first 10 months of 
1993, 7 percent above the number sold during the 
same period in 1992. 

And they predicted 3.7 million existing home 
sales by year’s end, up 5 percent from tlic 3.52 mil- 
lion sold in 1992. Sales arc expected to total 3.82 
million in 1994. ■

Walking the streets Ls ri.skicr. 

Marriage Ls on the wane, but births 
of (n'plcls are on the rise. 

The rich arc getting richer and the 
poor arc getting poorer. That’s been 
said before, but this time, it’s true. 

Lcs Krontz has the figures to prove - 
it. He can also show that train travel 
is safe, that taxi driving isn't and that 
being a crime boss ultimately doesn't 
pay. 

It’s all part of “America by the 
Numbers" (Houghton MiffliiK 
SlO.95), a 231-page paperback 
Kraniz likes to, call “a snapshot of 
America — taken with a very wide 
lens.” 

Shuffling through census records, 
surveys, newspapers, maga^nes and 
any stray column of numbers that 
struck him as interesting, Krantz 
"tried to keep track of what's impor- 
tant and what's fascinating.” 

Germans comprise die iorgesi eth- 
nic population in America, at 57.9 
million, "and yet who did wc fight 
two World Wors with?" Nearly 39 
million Americans give their back- 
ground as Irish, but the population of 
Ireland has never lopped 4 million. 
'To me, that's amazing" 

Peering into his numerical crystal 
boll, Krantz secs an America with un 
increasingly high minority popula- 
tion, an increasingly cranky genera- 
tion of post-baby boom "baby 
busieis," and increasingly harsh race 
relations. 

Others might look at the same fig- 
ures and see a different picture. It's 
oil pan of being a statistical swomi: 
InleiprcUitjon Ls in the squinty eye 
of the txholdcr. 

Take triplets. (Or don't, if you need 
that extra bedroom for a home 
onice.) Only 61 percent of the adult 
population is married, compared to 
72 percent in 1970. Furthermore, 
Americans are marrying and having 
children later than they used to. 

So why do triplets occur once in 


I, 341 binhs here, compared to once 
in 9,000 around the world? Older 
women arc more likely to pass multi- 
ple eggs than younger women, 
Krantz s.'iys, and more likely to use 
fcnility drugs. 

As for how Huey, Dewey ond 
Louie will get through college, it'll 
help if thcy'werc bom into a family 
coming at least S46.000 per year. The 
net worth of that group rose 13.6 per- 
cent from 1986-90. On average, 
everyone clsc's fell. 

At least there’s good news for 
Dewey’s parents if he decides to Join 
the Army. A horrifying 1 in 16 soU 
tiers died in the Civil War. *nie odds 
lehgthened id 1 in 55 in World War 

II, lih-170 in Koiva and 1 in 3,156 in 
the Persian Gulf. 

"The advent of the helicopter has 
made an enormous difference," 
Krantz says, referring more to the 
evacuation of wounded troops than to 
the helicopter as a weapon. "I think 
that's one reason we re going to 
places like Somalia, the Persian Gulf. 
Grenada and so on," 

Kraniz recommends the military os 
a career. His figures also suggest that 
there arc opportunities in violent 
crime. 

The prison population now tops 
800,000, an increase of more than 
150 percent in 10 years. But from 
1980 to 1990, the percentage of 
inmates convicted of murder, 
manslauglit'T, .sexual assault, assault 
and bursary fell from 60 to 40, while 
the percentage of drug ori'enders rose 
from 10 to 30. 

Low-level drug dealers arc taking 
up space, Krantz contends, while 
muTderers and rapists are gaining 
early rclca.se. Given that 30 percent of 
murders arc never solved, and that the 
average convicted killer serves lcs.s 
than 10 years, “one out of every 
1,000 people you meet on the street 
murdered somebody.” 

Dr. Paige Ralph of Lake Superior 
Slate University points out that the 1- 
in-1,000 estimate doesn't account for 
multiple murderers — (he average 


number of people killed by John 
Gacy (33) and Lcs Krantz (0) is 16 
1/2 — and she doesn't much trust it, 
anyway. 

Ralph, an .assistant professor of 
criminal justice, agrees that “there arc 
so many people in prison for drug 
convictions that they're reducing 
everybody’s sentences.” But "most of 
the violent people serve at least a 
third of their sentences, .so they aren't 
getting out the next day or anything." 

While Kraniz is go^ enough with 
numbers that he rarely compares 
applc.s to oranges, he concedes that 
some of his produce could be fresher. 
The most recent statistics on u given 
subject might dote to (he late '80s, 
Most of the numbers come from the 
'90s, however — and most of them 
came from hi.s files. 

*Tm a compulsive clipper," odmits 
Kraniz, 47, whose previous books' 
include "The Jobs 'Rated Almanac” 
and "The Best and Worst of 
Everything." He reOexively cuts out 
surveys, census reports, polls and 
charts, “t have a little note pad by ilie 
TV, and one by the radio, ^metimes 
I even carry a tape recorder in my 
car." 

The mis.sing snimmary The former 
advertising salesman found the iruspi- 
ralion for "America by the Numbers" 
at a bookstore near his home in 
Chicago. Or, more accurately, he 
didn’t find it: “I was browsing for 
idco-s. I saw the 'World Almanac’ and 
the 'Universal Almanac' and 'The 
People’s Almanac.* I thought, 'Hey, 
there’s none on America here.' " 

Filling the void “did not require a 
lot of lalcnl,’’ he says. But at the risk 
of sounding immodest, “nobody's 
really looked at America in the per- 
.spcclivc I'm doing. Social researchers 
know lhc.se things, but the average 
guy on the street doesn't.” 

He loves dispensing trivia: one in 
547 men has a hair transplant, one in 
31 women ho.s a nose job. But he also 
sees himself as a pic-chart Paul 
Revere, and he hopes people arc pay- 
ing attention. 


From trivial facts emerge significant tmths

CHICAGO — Talk to Lcs Krantz, 
and he'll tell you that 70 percent of 
men making S60.000 or more a year 
admit to extramarital affairs, beer is 
involved In 80 percent of all fatal 
alcohol-related auto accidents every 
year in America, and one in every 31 
women in the U.S. has had a nose 
job. 

Trivial chitchat? Not necessarily, 
maintains Kraniz, who has spent 
much of the last decade ferreting out 
factual data on everything from job 
stress levels (the presidency ranks at 
the top, followed by firefighter and 
Indy car driver) to class rings (only 3 
of 10 college grads now spring for a 
ring) to your odds of surviving a 
shark attack (a discouraging 30 per- 
cent, but the good news is that you're 
for more likely to be struck by light- 
ning than to b^me a shark snackX 

“Sure, there are lots of trivial facts 
around, but there also are a lot of 
facts that matter,” says the veteran . 
fact finder and Chicago-based author 
of "The Jobs Rated Almanac,” "What 
the Odds Arc,” “The Best and Worst 


of Everything" and the recently pub- 
lished “Facts! That Matter” and 
"America by the Numbens." 

Take, for example, one of what 
Krantz likes to call his favorite “gcc- 
whiz mcgafacts" for the ’90s: One of 
every 1,000 random strangers you 
encounter has murdered someone. 

“Just think about that the next time 
you’re at Wriglcy Field,” Krantz says 
with a smile. “And, since only 7 in 10 
murders arc solved, that means that 3 
in 10 aren't and the murderer gels 
away scot-free. 

“Even if the murder is solved, the 
average convicted murderer serves 
only about eight years. So there ore a 
lot'of people walking around who 
have killed someone. 

“What that (ells me is that if some- 
one's giving you a bad time over a 
parking place or whatever, you'd bet- 
ter be dam careful, because you don't 
know who you’re talking to.” 

Here's something else to consider 
“A Hershey's chocolate bar gets 52 
percent of its calories from fat, but 
Good & Plenty licorice candy has 
zero grams of fat,” Krantz states 
authoritatively, "'riiot’s important. 


because I'm watching my weight and 
1 love licorice.” 

Krantz, 47, spent more than a 
decade in advertising before moving 
into publishing with a series of guides 
to art galleries in Qiicago, New York 
and Washington. In 1985 he came up 
with the idea fora reference book that 
would rank hundreds of jobs by crite- 
ria such os salaiy, stress level, securi- 
ty and benefits. 

Three years and counlle.ss hours 
spent poring over Bureau of Labor 
Statistics data, government informa- 
tion and private surveys lalcr, “The 
Jobs Rated Almanac” hit the book- 
stores and went on to sell more than 
50,000 copies in hardcover and 
paperback. 

“f got so much publicity on that 
one, it boggled my mind,” recalls 
Krantz, whose growing reputation os 
an icon of information means he 
often gets requests from media types 
in search of juicy factoids to spice up 
a story or radio show. Unfortunately, 
the usually good-natured Krantz 
notes with annoyance, some reporters 
con be slow when it comes to giving 
credit where credit is due.

Doctors in short supply 
despite licensing boom 


LEWISTON (AP) — Despite a 
record mimlKr of physicians applying 
for licenses this year in Idaho, there is 
still a shortage of doctors in the state. 

According to the state Board of 
Medicine. 2.*il new licenses have 
iKcn issued so far this year compared 
with I6S by November of 1992. 
which is ncarly.a 50 percent increase. 

The news may signal .some relief 
for the state, nmked last in the. nation, 
right iKhind Alaska and Mississippi, 
in the doclors-per-person ratio. 

"It’s reasonable to think that. yes. 
we've had a reasonable increase in 
physicians this year." said Roiien 
Seehusen. executive director of the 
Idaho Medical AssiKialian. 

Seehusen said, according to appli- 
cations for malpractice insurance, 
about 130 of those 251 ifewly 
licensed doctors arc practicing full 
litne. Of those 130. 65 percent are 
family practitioners, a turnaround 
from the nonnul 70-30 ratio of spe- 
ciali.sts to primary care physicians. 

"I think there is an increase in fuin- 
ily pniciitioncrs. hut it's pretty hard to 
equate need when you have got peo- 
ple hurting in so many places." said 
Donald Deleski, the suite Board of 
Medicine's executive director. 

Typically, the arc.ns most strapped 
for health care providers arc those 


located miles from any city. James 
Pryzbella. director of Idaho Rural 
He .lih Education Center, said these 
communities just aren't aiiraciive for 
many of the new doctors. 

"They are not going to the rural 
areas. Especially the high-necd rural 
areas. The high-need areas of last 
year are the same as this year, which 
tells you there hasn't been a whole lot 
of movement." F’ryzbilla said. 

If physicians have Ikcr coming to 
the larger Idaho cities, it hasn't eased 
the short.age. 

"I can tell you in the Boise-Nampa- 
Caklwcll area we have a dire need for 
fauuJy_d.oclors. Especially family 
doctors who 'will accept Medicare and 
Medicaid patients or those without 
insunmee." Bryzbilla said. 

"They arc needed in the smaller 
cities, but also in the bigger cities. Wc 
dellnitely have a shortage of family 
practitioners in Lewiston right now." 
said Daniel Miller, a Lewiston eye, 
e:ir and nose specialist and president 
of the Idaho Medical Association. 

Seehusen said the Idaho Medical ' 
Association spreading the word about 
the physician shortage has helped 
attract new doctors, as well as the 
recent exjKisure of the state as having 
a solid economy and being a great 
place to live. 


State orders credit rating 
companies to stop working 


BOISE (AP) — Four companies, 
offering to "fix" bad credit nilings for 
Idaho residents, have iKcn ordered to 
stop operating in the state because 
they aren't licensed here. 

Belton Patty, slate finance director, 
said cease and desist -orders were 
issued under ii state luw requiring 
credit repair clinics, and t.hosc .who 
promise to aminge for credit for oth- 
ers. to be licensed with the slate. 

Me said in a prepared statement 
that the orders were issued against 
Niitiunwide Financial Group.. Inc.; 
Andy Pluming and Chris Bockman, 
all of Irvine. Calif,: Rosewood 
Financial Services and Danny 
Erickson. Fori Worth, Texas: 
Consumer Credit Rehabilitation 
Center. Inc. and James Burbano, 
Chester, Va.;. and Courtesy 
Consumer Association and R.E. 
Morrison. Ft. Wayne. Ind. 

Patty said Ihc company offered lo 
help consumers seeking to improve 


their credit rating hy attempting lo 
remove or otherwise improve bad 
credit ratings and public records. 

He said credit repair clinics contin- 
ue to spring up nationally, due in part 
to the recent llwid of mortgage refi- 
nancing and lower interest rates on 
automobile loans and credit cards. 

Patty said many of the companies 
falsely promise to remove public 
records, such as bankruptcies and 
iudgmenis. from a person's credit 
history. For cither a flat fee or 
monthly charge, credit repair clinics 
advise consumers of procedures to 
use lo correct iriaccuntc or obsolete 
credit information, The information 
is available in federal regulations, the 
state said. 

Some companies advised con- 
sumers that reporting bud cre<)it 
information is immoral, and it's 
proper to conceal adverse credit 
information from potential lenders, 
he said. 


Mentally ill care requirements 
drive welfare budget upward 


POCATELLO (AP) — Bannock 
County welfare officials say they are 
feeling Ihc impact of the stale law 
forcing counties to provide profes- 
sional care for people taken into cus- 
tody because of mental problems 
instead of simply jailing them until 
space is available in a state facility. 

"That has been a huge expense,” 
said Welfare Director Karen Johnson. 

In the budge; year that ended on 
Sept. 30. the county spent 22 percent 
more than it budgeted lo cover Ihc 
cost of psychiatric services. 

Without the ability lo u.sc a jail for 


what amounts to a holding facility, 
ilic county, like many others, is 
spending hundreds of dollars a day on 
those eases. Its contract with the 
Aspen Crest Hospital sets the daily 
rate at $475. 

Tlic county also paid over 50 per- 
cent more than it budgeted for the 
physical examinations required lo 
rule out medical reasons for an indi- 
vidual's problems. 

Johnson said the incrciLscs cloud be 
due lo the rising cost of health cure in 
general and the rising number of low- 
income families in the county.'

No. 3 West Virginia 
sweet on Sugar Bowl

So whot’ll it be. West Virginia — the 
Cotton or Sugar Bowl? 

The undefeated, third-ranked Moun- 
taineers appeared headed to the Cotton on 
Sunday, but opparently are now leaning to- 
ward the Sugar. If the switch occurs, it 
would send Notre Dame to the Cotton 
against No. 7 Texas A&M and West Vir- 
ginia to the Sugar against No. 9 Florida or 
No. 16 Alabama. 

The major reasons: money and televi- 
sion. 

The Sugar. Bowl pays S4.15 million per 
team, compared with $3 million for the 
Colton. The switch also would benefit 
NBC, which televises the Cotton Bowl and 


has a multimillion-dollar deal to show 
Notre Dame home games. 

NBC, which will televise the expected 
showdown between top-rankjed Florida 
State and No. 2 Nebraska in the Orange 
Bowl, denied playing a role in the West 
Virginia situation. But NBC clearly prefers 
televising Notre Dame in the Cotton in- 
stead of having the Fighting Irish ploy in 
ABC's Sugar Bowl, which competes with 
the Orange Bowl for TV ratings on New 
Year’s night. 

There was no official word Monday on 
the bowl destinations of West Virginia and 
Notre Dame. But several bowl sources said 
the Mountaineers plan to turn down an in- 
vitation from the Cotton and go to the Sug- 


"We'd be honored to play in either one 
of those," West Virginia athletic director 
Ed Postilong said. "And if those invitations 
arc extended, then we certainly will discuss 
them with our administration and coaches 
and react accordingly.” 

Under the bowl coalition system, the 
Cotton Bowl will probably have first crack 
at West Virginia. when the ofTicial selec- 
tions are made Sunday. But the Moun- 
taineers, champions of the Big East, have 
the right to decline because they can get 
more money from the Sugar Bowl. 

"West Virginia University is a self-sup- 
porting athletic program and finances arc 
obviously important to us," Postilong said. 
"Our fans and our \eom also ore important

Chargers zap Colts, 31-0

INDIANAPOLIS — The slumping San 
Diego Chargers needed a victory, and a 
healthy Stan Humphries gave it to them. 

Making his first start since he bruised 
his right shoulder eight weeks ago, 
Humphries passed for 216 yards and two 
touchdowns Monday night, sending the 
Chargers to a 31-0 romp over the Indi- 
anapolis Colts, a team in even mora dire 
need of a victory than Son Diego. 

San Diego (S-6), the AFC West cham- 
pion a year ago but hurt by injuries this 
season, hod lost five of its post seven 
games, including four since John Friesz 
replaced Humphries as the starter. But 
Humphries, who appeared in relief lost 
week in o loss to the Los Angeles 
Raiders, was ready this time. 

The Colts (3-8) have lost four straight 
games and seven of their lost eight. 

Keeping the Colts guessing by going to 
eight diflerent receivers, Humphries hit 


12 of 19 attempts for 171 yards in the 
first half, including five straight for 81 
yards on the Chargers’ second posses- 
sion. The 97-yard drive was San Diego’s 
longest of the season, and a 39-yard TD 
pass to Shawn JefTcrson on the second 
play of the second quarter was 
Humphries' longest completion this sea- 
son and Jefferson’s longest reception and 
first touchdown of the year. 

For the game, Humphries hit 16 of 25 at- 
tempts with no intcrcqitions and no sacks. 

The Colts lost the ball on an intercep- 
tion and twice on fumbles, including one 
that set up the Chargers’ third touchdown 
on 0 1-yard run by Marion Butts on the 
first play of the fourth quarter. 

The interception by Stanley Richard of 
a pass by Colts running bock Anthony 
Johnson stopped the most serious Indi- 
anapolis scoring threat at the San Diego 3 
in the first quarter. 

Another drive ofter Jefferson's touch- 
down took the Colts to the San Diego 24 


before Jeff George was sacked by Leslie 
O'Neal and Dean Biasucci missed a 53- 
yard field goal attempt. 

Runs of 16 and 25 yards by rookie Na- 
tronc Means stoned the Chargers' second 
scoring drive late in the second quancr 
after the Colts punted on founh-and-1 
from their 48. Humphries, who came in 
as the NFL's lowest-rated quancrback, 
hit three passes on that drive, including 
1 8 yards to Johnnie Barnes and 8 yards to 
Nate Lewis for the touchdown 34 sec- 
onds before halftime. 

The 14-0 lead marked San Diego's 
most points in the first half of a game this 
season. 

The Chargers lost the ball on downs ot

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Yemen releases American 
diplomat, minister says 


Japanese economy looks bleak 


SAN'A, Yemen (AP) — 
Kidnapped U.S.' diplomat 
Haynes Mahoney III was 
released late Monday by 
Yemeni tribesmen who had held 
him hostage at their desert 
stronghold, Interior Minister 
Ycbya al*MutawaIcil said. 

The ,minister told The 
Associated Press that Mahoney 
was released at 10:30 p.m 
(12:30 p.m. MST). He was kid- 
napped Thursday on his way to 
a Tnanksgiving dinner. 

“We have met all • the 
demands of the kidnappers. We 
pledge to carry them out," the 
minister said in a telephone 
interview. He said Mahoney 
already had been returned to the 
capital, Son'a. 

^e demands included pay- 
ment to the tribe for an oil- 

& umpjng station used by the 
,S Yemen Hunt Oil Co., back 
salaries for 150 tribesmen who 
were discharged from (he presi- 
demial guard, back salaries for a 
number of similarly discharged 
officers and an economic devel- 
opment plan for the tribe’s 
region, said Saleh al-Tam, a 
provincial official of the Yemen 
Socialist Party, one of (he coun- : 
try’s main political groups. 


Five gunmen abducted 
Mahoney, the head of the U.S. 
Information Service office, 
Thursday in San'a after he left a 
reception at (he Taj Sheba hotel 
and headed to a friend'.s hou.se 
for Thanksgiving dinner. 

Al-Mutawakil and some influ- 
ential tribal chiefs had negotiated 
with the tribe. holding Mahoney 
in the desert stronghold at Gahm, 
45 miles northeast of San’a. 

The Saudi Arabian daily 
Asharq Al-Awsat, which closely 
watches Yemen, reported 
Monday that authorities had 
seized “a number of relatives" of 
the tribal leader, Sheik Mubarak 
Saleh al-Sa'idi, in an effort to 
speed the American’s release. 

Tribal sources, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, told TIic 
Associated Press that the detained 
reialives included the sheik 's son. 

Government officials would 
not confirm or deny the reports. 

Yemen is in the throes of a 
severe political crisis because of 
differences between President Aii 
Abdullah Saleh and Vice 
President AH Salem al-Beidh 
over the pace of reforms, includ- 
ing the failure to rein in an unruly 
security situation in a nation of 
armed tribesmen. 


TOKYO (AP) — Profits arc 
down, unemployment is rising, the 
stock market has lost almost 2U per- 
cent of its value in the last month. 

Winter has come early to the 
Japanese economy — and there is 
no promise of revival in the spring. 

"The disappointment is pretty 
complete," says Richard C. Koo, 
senior economist at Nomura 
Research Institute. “Nothing on the 
horizon suggests an economic 
recovery or recovery in corporate 
profits. There is nothing to look for- 
ward to." 

On Monday, the Tokyo Stock 
Market's key index plunged to its 
lowest level this year. After hours of 
panicky trading, the 225-issue 
Nikkei Stock Average shed 647.66 
points, or 3.87 percent, to close at 
16,078.71. 

Even worse, analysts said the drop 
was not a reaction to any specific 
event, just the lack of good news. 

It capped a monthlong decline of 
more than 3,600 points and 
I added to snawbalHng pessimism 
over the prospects for an economic 
recovery. 

Consider the following: 

* In recent weeks, Japanese man- 
ufacturers reported sharp drops in 
profits across the board for the half- 
year (hat ended in September. 

• Many businesses have 
announced job cuts or cutbacks in 
production. Officially, unemployment 
remains at 2.5 percent. But according 
to an Asahi Bank report, the jobless 


rate would be oboui 6.5 percent if cal- 
culated by U.S. standards. 

« Department store-sales are 
down. Plant and equipment invest- 
ment, and machinery orders, all neg- 
ative. 

* Lists of economic indicators 
look like a temperature chart for the 
North Pole — in December. 

• Japan's auto exports plunged 25 
percent in October, which one indus- 
try official attributed to a prolonged 
slump in foreign demand and to this 
year's rapid appreciotion of the yen. 

On the positive side, prices aren’t 
rising. Consumer inflation is run- 
ning about 1.4 percent annually and 
producer prices are falling. Help 
wanted si^s appear on most Tokyo 
city blocks, but they are for jobs no 
one seems to want: wait'ressing, 
clerking, cleaning. 

When Prime Minister Morihiro 
Hosokawa took office in August, he 
pledged to wipe out political corrup- 
tion. promote government efficiency 
and revive the slumping economy, 
in that order. 

Now he faces mounting pressure 
to make the economy his number 
one concern. 

“The market’s direction depends 
on what the government is or isn’t 
going to do.” says Kathy Matsui, 
strategist at Barclays dc Zoete 
Wedd. “So far. it just sits smock 
there and seems to do nothing." 

One possible move would be to 
set aside political reform legislation, i 
which appears headed for trouble in i 


the upper house, and enact an 
income tax cut. 

Economists disagree, however, 
whether a tax cut would have much 
real impact. Many believe thrifty 
consumers would just sock the extra 
money away instead of spending it. 
And cutting income taxes would 
force the highly unpopular move of 
raising sales taxes. 

Still, some argue that doing any- 
thing is better than doing nothing. 

“It’s worth a try," says Koo. 
"Hope con be very useful.” 

Another idea being considered is 
channeling funds to small and medi- 
um-sized businesses hardest hit by 
the downturn. 

' So far, however, the economy has 
resisted all the usual curesi 
Public works spending has grown 
by an average 14 percent in the post 
three years, 21 percent in 1993. And 
the discount rate is at its lowest level 
ever — 1.75 percent — but invest- 
ment has not picked up. 

Despite the bad news, 
Hosokawa’s government is enjoying 
record high popularity ratings — 
more than 70 percent in most polls. 
But the plunge in share prices has 
shaken confidence in the govern- 
ment’s pipns to pull the country out 
of recession. 

"The stock market is woming of a 
bottomless downturn," the newspa- 
per Mainichi warned in an editoriol 
Monday. “To prevent a disaster, 
effective economic programs need 
to be implemented quickly." 


Palestinians blast Israel for dragging feet on peace talks 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Israel is stalling 
at talks on implementing its peace accord 
with the PLO to put pressure on 
Palestinian negotiators, (he chief 
Palestinian delegate charged Monday. 

Nabil Shaath told reporters that Israeli 
negotiators did not seem committed to 
meeting a Dec. 13 deadline for Israeli 
' troops to begin pulling out of the occupied 
Oaza Strip and the town of Jericho on the 
West Bank. 

The date was set in the Sept. 13 peace 
accord, which would have Israel turn over 
the two areas to Palestinian control as a 
test for a full peace later between 
Palestinians and Israelis. 

But Israel’s concern over ensuring secu- 
rity — especially for Jewish settlers — 
has collided with the PLO's hope for a 
broad withdrawal to show Palestinians the 
talks have real meaning. 

As the Dec. 13 deadline approaches, the 
negotiators seem to disagree both on 
details of the withdrawal and (he urgency 
of beginning it on schedule. 


"There are several Israeli attempts to 
case off their commitment to implement 
the date ... as a way to pul pressure on (he 
Palestinians,” Shaath said. He accused 
Israel of complicating the talks. 

Shaath and other Palestinians say the 
deadline is important to prevent the nego- 
tiations from being overwhelmed by vio- 
lence in the occupied lands and to avoid 
delays in Israel’s separate peace talks with 
Syria, Jordan and Lebanon. 

In Israel, Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said his government was working toward 
the deadline, but added it was more impor- 
tant to come up with a good plan than be 
lied to a specific date. 

“First of all from our point of view, 
security is important,” Rabin told a parlia- 
mentary committee. "Therefore, it is 
preferable to reach a clear agreement so 
that during implementation we will have 
as little misunderstandings as possible.” 
Rabin has to move cautiously because 
escalating violence between Palestinians 
and Israelis’ has eroded public support in 


Israel for the pact. 

In Copenhagen, Denmark, PLO chair- 
man Yasser Arafat warned that “the whole 
peace process will be offected" if the 
Israelis do not beginning their pullout as 
scheduled. 

The Palestine Liberotion Organization 
leader spoke to reporters on the last day of 
a five-day tour of Scandinavia to raise 
funds for (he Palestinion autonomous 
zone. 

In a new threat to the peace accord, gun- 
men loyal to Arafat opened fire on five ' 
Israeli police and army stations in Gaza 
Monday. No one was reported hurt in the 
attacks by the Fatah Hawks vigilante 
squad, which ended its (nice with the army 
after Israeli undercover agents killed a 
Hawk in Gaza on Sunday. 

Shaath said Israel had helped to sur- 
mount one main obstacle In negotiations 
Monday by presenting a proposal for the 
release of about 10,000 Palestinian prison- 
ers. The PLO sees freeing the detainees as 
vital to maintaining Palestinian support for 


the peace talks. 

But talks remain stalled on the area of 
Jericho to be vacated and control of border 
crossings to Egypt and Jo,rdan, Shaath 
said. 

While the Palestinians see the issues of 
borders and Jericho’s si;ze as a measure of 
(heir control, both also involve Israeli 
security. 

Keeping Israeli soldiers bn the borders 
will let Israel know who is going in and 
out. Vacating Jericho according to the 
larger borders defined by the PLO would 
mean putting more settlers within the sec- 
tors to be controlled by Palestinians. 

In Amman, Jordon, Palestinian radicals 
opposed to the autonomy accord 
announced plans to meet in early January 
to discuss ways to wreck the pact. 

The conference is to be attended by 10 
hard-line and Muslim fundamentalist 
groups that consider the accord a sellout 
because it does not promise an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state. 


Ruling party 
claims win 
in bitter race 

MERIDA, Mexico (AP) — 
Mexico’s longtime governing 
party declared victory Monday 
m a bitterly contested governor’s 
race tainted by opposition allega- 
tions of voter fraud. 

Opposition candidates had 
said the race for Yucatan slate 
governor would be an early test 
of President Carlos Salinas de 
Gortari's promise to hold u 
"clean and fair” presidbnlial 
election In August. Salinas’ 
Institutional Revolutionary 
Parly, known by the initials PRI, 
has not lost the presidency in its 
64-year history. 

The independent pollster 
Opinion Profesional gave 
Federico Cranja Ricalde 58 per- 
cent to opposition candidate Ana 
Rosa Payan’s 41 percent, based 
on exit surveys from Sunday’s 
voting. Official results were not 
expected before late Wednesday. 

Cranja Ricalde, a SS-year-old 
civil engineer, is promising to 
create 15,000 jobs, mostly 
through public works, to.comhnt 
rising unemployment. 

But Payan, the 42-year-oId 
mayor of the state capital 
Merida, refused to concede 
defeat, saying her National 
Action party was manipulated by 
rural vote fraud. She also 
claimed victory by her conserva- 
tive pony in the key mayoral 
race in Merida. 

Payan had promised to help 
Yucatan’s impoverished farmers, 
clean up widespread corruption 
and shake the slate free from the 
political control wielded by party 
bosses in Mexico City.' 

She called for a huge demon- 
stration on Merida’s central 
plaza Monday evening to be 
attended by the party’s presiden- 
. tial candidate, Congressman 
Diego Fernandez de Cevallo.

CHARASYAB, Afghanistan (AP) 

From this ramshackle roadside 
' 'village, Prime Minister Gulbuddtn 
Hekmatyar mostly wages war 
against his enemies. 

- But be does reserve one day a 
week to sip tea with them at his reg- 
ular Cabinet meeting. 

In Afghanistan’s convoluted civil 
war, the feuding factions made 
Hekmatyar head of government in 
'May, including some of the same 
enemies he now battles.

40 miles to the northeast. 
Hekmatyar’s troops have been wag- 
ing a bloody battle with Rabbani's 
forces. Hundreds have died, mostly 
civilians, since the fighting erupted 
Nov. 1. 

Many Afghans saw Hekmatyar os 
a hero for his key role in the guenil- 
lo campaign (hat drove the Soviet 
army out of Afghanistan. Now, 
many blame him for the ongoing 
fighting.
